On Tuesday June 2nd 201 1 at approximately 01 05 hours, members of the Metropolitan Police Fifth District were summoned to 
the front of 707 24th St. NE for the report of a stabbing. Upon arrival members located a black male suffering from what appeared 
to bf a stab wound to the chest, He was in the front of the location unconscious and unresponsive. 

DC frre and EMS responded and transported the decedent to a local hospital where he succumbed to hte injury He was ' 
pronounced dead at 0140 hours. The remains were transported to the Office of the Chief Medical Examiner where an autopsy 
was performed by Dr. Colvin, Her findings were that the decedent sustained one stab wound to the center of the chest 
penetrating the heart. Dr. Coivln ruled the manner of death a homicide. 

Members of Homicide Branch Squad 6 responded to 707 24th St, NE to conduct a preliminary investigation. During the 
preliminary investigation members of Squad 6 made contact with the first officer on the scene. The officer iater advised that when 
he arrived on the scene he made contact with the defendant who was wearing a white tank top and tan shorts. The defendant 
asked the officer about the condition of the victim; furthermore, whan asked by the officer if she knew the victim, the defendant 
responded "no/' During this brief interview, the defendant identified herself as "Pat." 

Also during the preiimfnary in vestigat ion, members of Squad 6 gained Information that the decedent had a girlfriend named "Pat" 
who resides in 707 24th St. NEH^H It was revealed that the defendant and decedent argued frequently, A physical and clothinq 
description (specifically tan khaki shorts, white tank top) was provided to the detectives while they were on the scene While 
canvassing for the defendant members of Squad 6 located her as she fit the.ctothing and physical description provided At this 
time the defendant was approached and she identified herself as "Pat" After a brief conversation she agreed to respond to the 
Homicide Branch for an interview in reference to the event surrounding the decedent. " 8
